VITAL  STATISTICS 


as  I  have  pointed  out  several  times  before,  the  numbers  we 
are  dealing  with  are  so  small  that  it  is  inevitable  that  large 
fluctuations  must  be  met  in  the  various  rates  from  year  to  year. 
Thus,  though  the  birth  and  death  rates  are  the  same,  the  birth 
rate  shows  an  increase  and  the  death  rate  a  small  decrease. 

A  point  of  importance  is  the  fact  that  this  year  respiratory 
tuberculosis  is  third  in  the  principal  causes  of  death,  due 
solely  to  deaths  in  males.  These  deaths  are  in  older  men  and 
may  have  been  associated  with  silicosis,  this  lethal  combination 
having  its  effect  long  after  the  person  left  the  mine  or  the 
other  industries  where  silicosis  is  a  risk.

In  general  supplies  were  fairly  well  maintained  such  as 
they  are.  They  are  as  follows 

(  a )  St.  Just  Churchtown . 

Supply  from  (l)  Adit  at  sea  level  pumped  by  rising  main 

up  to  reservoir  at  500  O.D. 

(2)  Prom  Nancherrow  shute  by  diesel  engine 
direct  to  distribution  main. 

Neither  of  the  supplies  has  any  treatment  whatever  and 
towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  supply  from  the 
reservoir  was  found  to  be  contaminated  with  colifor-ms. 

The  consumers  were  accordingly  once  again  advised  to  boil 
the  water.  It  is  very  unsatisfactory  indeed  to  have  to 
refer  year  after  year  to  the  fact  that  the  Council  remains 
unmindful  of  its  responsibility  as  a  water  undertaker  to 
supply  pure  and  wholesome  water.  As  it  stands  the  water 
is  neither. 

(b )  Carnyorth. 

This  is  a  shallow  well  from  which  water  is  drawn  by  bucket 
and  windlass.  The  Council  has  a  project  for  installing 
a  pump  and  complete  capping  of  this  well.  The  water,  of 
course,  is  untreated. 

( c )  Trewellard . 

Water  is  supplied  from  an  adit  which  overflows  in  winter 
but  in  summer  has  to  be  pumped.  For  this  purpose  a  man 
has  to  spend  several  hours  each  day  underground.  -  Water 
untreated . 

(d )  Boscaswell , 

Supplies  the  new  housing  site  as  well  as  the  houses  in 
Pendeen,  Boscaswell  and  round  about.  Supply  from  an 
adit  -  water  untreated.  Water  is  supplied  to  those 
unable  to  fetch  it  by  private  enterprise  at  2d.  a  bucket. 
Farms  have  to  fetch  it  by  the  barrel,  even  those  with 
milking  cows. 

St.  Just  .Churchtown  Water  Agreement. 

This  came  to  an  end  this  year  and  eventually  after  a  good 
deal  of  discussion  the  Owner  of  the  water  rights  at  the 
Praze  Adit  came  to  a  satisfactory  arrangement  with  this 


Council  though  this  had  necessarily  to  he  coloured  oy  the 
possibility  of  the  Drift  Scheme  coming  to  fruition  within 
ten  years . 

D r  1ft-  Scheme  * 

This  proceeded  slowly  as  usual.  The  repor-  of  the 
Consultants  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Local  Authorities 
concerned  by  the  end  of  March  and  precious  little  was 
done  until  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Scheme  has  been 

well  named  and  but  for  it  the  Bog  Inn  project  with  its 
natural  water  basin  could  have  provided  an  ample  supply 
for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District. 


INFECTIOUS  PI CEASE 

Fortunately  there  is  little  to  report  Kut  it  does  appear 
that  the  pattern  of  immunisation  is  changing  from  The  Clinic 
to  the  Private  Practitioners  which  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  end  to  he  achieved  is  immaterial.  What  is  important  is 
that  children  should  be  immunised  before  they  are  twelve  months 
old  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  combined  method  whereby  child- 
ren  are  immunised  against  both  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
will  mean  that  more  parents  are  willing. 

The  follow-up  of  the  Tuberculosis  Survey  was  continued,, 
certain  school  children  being  tested  and  X-rayed.

Inspector  raised  the  matte: 
who  have  the  matter  in  hand.  It  is  a  very  great  pity  the 
Council  did  not  accept  their  ideas  nearly  four  years  ago,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  if  the  requisite  approval  can  be  obtained 
that  a  beginning  can  be  made  soon.  At  present  the  Council 
are  knowingly  polluting  the  stream. 


5.  SCHOOL  SANITATION 

This  area  has  some  of  the  most  unsatisfactory  schools 
from  the  environmental  hygiene  point  of  view  of  any  area  of 
comparable  size  and  status'.  The  schools  in  Ghurchtown  are 
congested,  while  drinking  water  has  to  be  obtained  from  the 
canteen  across  a  main  road.  At  Pendeen  drinking  water  is 
supplied  by  bucket  and  the  Sanitary -conditions  are  bad.  At 
Carnyorth  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  primitive,  while  at 
Kelynack  there  is  some  drinking  water  supplied  by  bucket  and 
the  sanitary  arrangements  are  also  primitive.  Most  of  the 
blame  for  this  stare  of  affairs  must  he  taken  by  successive 
Education  Committees  of  the  County  Council  who  seem  to  imagine 
that  everything  should  be  as  in  their  day  which  for  the  majority 
is  very  many  years  ago,  but  the  School  Managers  have  been 
equally  complacent  and  successive  Boards  and  Ministries  of 
Education  have  dene  practically  nothing.  It  would  he  inter¬ 
esting  to  have  published  the  Reports  of  the  various 
who  have  been  bo  the  schools  through  the  years.  In  these 
cases  familiarity  seems  to  breed  not'  contempt  but  sheer 
indifference.  Over  the  long  years  during  which  all  these 
schools  have  been  built  it  would  have  been  quite  possible  to 
make  some  considerable  improvements,  e.g.  drilling  wells, 
trapping  rain  water,  etc.  to  provide  drinking  water  and  even 
W.C.s.  Nothing  of  this  sort  has  ever  been  contemplated 


but  of  course  now  the  cry  is  that  it  is  too  expensive  and  the 
Education  Development  plan  is  made  the  further  excuse  for  doing 
nothing.  However,  in  the  last  resort  the  Ministry  of  Educa¬ 
tion  are  responsible  since  they  give  the  grants. 


HOUSING 


After  an  effort  lasting  nearly  4  years  the  10  houses  at 
Boscaswell  were  completed  and  let.  These  plus  the  12  at  Regent 
Terrace  represent  the  Council's  total  contribution  from  1945  to 
date  to  a  housing  problem  which,  urgent  enough  before  the  war  on 
account  of  the  many  houses  which  should  have  been  demolished,  is 
trebly  so  now.  At  the  present  rate  of  progress  the  number  of 
houses  envisaged  in  the  development  plan  will  be  reached  in  2071, 
perhaps „  No  suitable  site  has  yet  been  acquired  in  St.  Just 
Churchtown,  while  we  have  to  negotiate  all  over  again  for  a 
further  site  in  the  Boscaswell  area,  and  all  the  time  for  its 
size  the  Council  has  one  of  the  largest  problems  of  requisitioned 
houses  in  the  South  West.  These  have  to  be  given  up  by  1954 
but  to  rehouse  the  tenants  means  a  rate  of  building  four  times 
as  high  as  the  annual  average.  Can  anyone  think  this  is  likely? 

A  silver  lining  in  these  dark  clouds  is  the  fact  that 
negotiations  have  moved  forward  somewhat  in  respect  of  a  site  at 
Trewellard,  but  this  is  not  what  was  proposed  in  the  development 
plan  and  in  any  case  the  houses  will  be  short  of  water  in  the 
summer  unless  the  present  supply  is  materially  augmented  from  a 
source  so  far  unknown. 


STAFF 


Surveyor/Sanitary  Inspector.  I  have  already  referred  to 
the  retirement  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Lawry,  whose  most  willing  help  and 
sound  common  sense  have  been  of  such  help  to  me.  In  his  stead 
the  Council  appointed  Mr.  W.  G.  S.  Kneebone ,  who  has  already 
shown  a  most  commendable  grasp  of  local  problems. 


INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS, 


Although  these  are  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council 
as  the  Local  Health  Authority,  it  is  pleasant  to  record  that 
they  continue  to  be  well  attended,.  A  welcome  innovation  was 
the  commencement  of  a  weighing  clinic  at  Pendeen.  This  has 
proved  very  popular  and  is  really  appreciated  by  the  mothers 
from  that  ares,  who  do  not  therefore  have  to  travel  to  the 
Clinic  at  St.  Just  as  was  the  case  formerly.

Mr.  Chairman, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  for 
1952  on  the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District. 

The  Council’ s  attention  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the 
water  supply  of  St.  Just  Church  Town  was  not  at  all  times  whole¬ 
some  and  it  was  decided  to  investigate  the  possibilities  of 
chlorination. 

The  problem  of  the  Boscean  Sewage  outfall  was  still  un¬ 
solved  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  next  year  the 
Council  will  make  a  special  effort  to  end  this  nuisance. 

In  connection  with  Refuse  Collection,  the  Council  decided 
to  abolish  all  communal  ashpits  and  request  householders  to 
supply  sanitary  dustbins. 

Rodent  Control  work  continued  and  the  Maintenance  Treatment 
of  sewers  and  refuse  tips  was  carried  out . 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

No  new  mains  were  laid  in  the  statutory  area  of  supply 
in  St.  Just  Church  Town. 

Approximately  850  feet  of  new  3"  asbestos  main  was  laid 
in  Boscaswell  Village  to  replace  the  old  corroded  2"  main,. 

This  new  main  was  laid  to  ensure  an  adequate  supply  to  the  new 
Council  housing  site. 

The  well  at  Higher  Bojewyan  was  closed  because  of 
pulluted  water  therein  and  a  stand-pipe  supply  substituted. 

The  new  supply  is  derived  from  a  privately  owned  "shallow" 
well . 


3 EWE RACE 

Sewage  disposal  'is  principally  by  sea  outfalls,  one  at 
Pen  Nanven  and  one  at  Trewellard  2awn. 

There  is  a  small  septic  tank  at  Higher  Bojewyan. 

The  Boscean  outfall  consisting  of  a  series  of  disused 
mire  shafts  is  over-burdened  and  a  nuisance  to  say  the  least. 
Here  crude  sewage  flows  into  the  Nancherrow  stream.  The 
Council  have  in  their  possession  a  report  from  their  Consulting 
Engineers,  Messrs.  Lemon  &  Blizzard,  suggesting  methods  for 


abating  the  nuisance.

LICENSED  HOUSES 


The  sanitary  accommodation  of  these  premises  was  kept 
under  supervision  and  no  complaints  regarding  their  cleanliness 
were  received. 


CINEMA  AND  MUSIC  HALLS 


These  places  for  Public  Entertainment  were  inspected. 
Minor  improvements  were  effected  to  the  sanitary  accommodation. 
Reports  were  made  to  the  Licensing  Authority  when  necessary. 


CAMPING  SITES 

There  were  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  area. 

One  licence  was  granted  to  a  person  to  station  and  use  a 
caravan . 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCE 


There  is  only  one  Public  Convenience  in  the  District. 
This  was  cleaned  daily  and  gave  little  cause  for  complaint. 

The  revenue  received  for  the  year  ending  31st  March  1953 
was  £19 .  3s o  2d. 


PUBLIC  CLEANS INC 


During  the  year  under  review  a  weekly  collection  of  House 
Refuse  was  carried  out  in  the  St.  Just  Church  Town.  A  fort¬ 
nightly  collection  continued  for  premises  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  District  including  the  Tregeseal  Valley,  while  collection 
in  the  Kelynack  District  was  once  a  month  and  Cape  Cornwall  once 
every  three  weeks. 


A  weekly  collection  of  Nightsoil  was  carried  out  where 
necessary  throughout  the  district. 


In  view  of  the  existence  of  many  ashpits  in  the  District 
and  the  unsatisfactory  method  of  storage  of  refuse  by  house¬ 
holders,  the  Council  decided  to  request  occupiers  of  houses  in 
the  collection  district  to  supply  sanitary  dustbins  by  31st 
March  1953 »  Furthermore,  the  Council  decided  that  the  collection 
system  should  be  divorced  from  all  other  services  after  the  31st 
March  1953  so  that  an  improved  collection  service  could  be 
instituted . 

The  Council  realised  that  the  vehicle  used  for  Refuse 
Collection  was  not  satisfactory  and  agreed  that  a  properly 
covered  vehicle  should  be  purchased. 


Refuse  was  disposed  on  three  tips,  one  at  Balleswidden 
(St.  Just),  one  at  Calartha  Common  (Pendeen),  and  one  at 
Kelynack . 


Proper  control  of  the  tips  was  not  possible  because  of  the 
existing  method  of  deployment  of  the  labour  force  available,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  some  degree  of  control  may  be  possible  next  year. 


The  collection  team  consisted  of  3  males  who  were  also  called 
upon  too  frequently  to  perform  duties  connected  with  highway  work. 

One  3  cubic  yard  Bedford  Lorry  was  employed.

The  Council  decided  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  emptying 
cesspools  and  septic  tanks  by  direct  labour.  When  the  need 
arose ,  privately  owned  cesspools  etc.  and  those  for  which  the 
Council  were  responsible,  were  emptied  by  a  Cesspool  Emptier 
hired  from  the  neighbouring  Authority.
